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The Question of Law Enforcement. 


There is increasing evidence of a growing sentiment in 


favor of n more rigid enforcement of the laws—not only the 
prohibition law, but all laws. 
11 is very probable that condi- 


tions brought about by prohibition have done much to call the 
attention of the public to what is coming to be recognized as a 
too easy dealing with convicted criminals, followed by an in- 
crease in crime that is becoming little short of alarming. This 
paper has commented upon the subject more than once and is 
glad to see that it is beginning' to command the attention it 
merits. 


Recently a prominent New York newspaper in a strong 


editorial expressed the conviction that heavier penalties should 
be provided for breakers of the laws. 
II said that the threat of 


life imprisonment fails as a deterrent, and attributed this to the 
fact that it is so seldom carried out. It was said that practically 
all serious crimes, save those done in passion,.are committed 
by.persons who think they wjjl not be caught, or that they will 
not be severely punished if detected and convicted. The news- 
paper in question believes there should be something more de- 
terrent and that this is to be found in more severe penalties, 
even including capital punislnnenl for the threat of murder as 
veil as for murder itself.

The editorial called out a New York lawyer who is of 


opinion that the existing'condition calls not so much fo 
heavier penalties as.fpr {he-thorough infliction of those alread 
provided. 
It is his view that if life sentences or sentences fo 


terms of years stood for what they are theoretically suppose 
to stand for the effect would be very pronounced. 
But ever) 


body—and none more perfectly than the criminal classes^- 
knows that they do not, consequently the criminally incline 
are encouraged to "take a chance" and the risks involvec 
They read of the liberation of "lifers" after serving but a fe\ 
years in many instances, and of shorter sentences beint 
slashed by the pardoning and paroling powers whenever ihej 
feel in the humor, regardless of (he length of the sentences. 


. For these reasons the lawyer would have the sentences im 


posed carried out, and have'it understood that they are to b 
carried out. 
He believes such a program would work a grea 


change in conditions and:that if adopted-there would be n< 
need of heavier'penalties. The great need, in his view, is f< 
have it understood that when a sentence is imposed it mean 
what it says and not something that can be set aside witl 
impunity. 


Many will incline to agree with the lawyer with reference to 


this important matter, and that the course he recommends ii 
dealing with crime might well be tried before resorting to 
severer penalties, with no guaranty that (hey will be carriec 
out. 


But whichever view ono' lakes, there is encouragement in 


the fact that the existing condition is commanding the atten- 
tion of press and public to an extent that is resulting in serious 
discussion. 
In the discussion under consideration the only 


difference between the newspaper and (he lawyer is one of 
method, not of motive. 
Both want a better enforcement of 


the laws, and that is (he main tiling. Both admit lhaf its en- 
forcement is very faulty at present and that something should 
be done to effect a change. 


With this proposition the thinking public will agree, and il 


is only to be hoped that the discussion will be kept up and in- 
crease in frankness and vigor until the needed change is 
brought about.
